Each issue, Hit Parader sojourns back in 
time to learn about the formative years of a 
rock and roll celebrity. This month's time 
traveler is that demon drummer, Alex Van 
Halen. 


Alex Van Halen knows that no matter what 
he accomplishes in his life, and regardless of 
what great contributions he may make to 
Western society, he will always be the ‘“‘other’’ 
Van Halen. It’s tough when your kid brother is 
the single most influential musician of his 
generation. But Alex has learned to accept the 
role he and his brother play in the rock 
stratosphere and, actually, he enjoys it. 

“We've always gotten along pretty well,” 
Alex said with a smile. “Il mean, like any 
brothers we've certainly had our moments. Our 
parents had to yell at us to stop fighting plenty 
of times when we were kids. But once we 
developed a similar interest in music, we knew 
we'd end up in some sort of band together. Of 
course, we never had any idea it would become 
such a big deal. But | guess that was always a 
dream when we were little kids. Music was 
always part of our life.” 

As legend has it, the Van Halen musical 
legacy dates back to Alex and Eddie's father, 
Jan Van Halen, who was a noted classical 


instrumentalist in the family’s native Holland. It 


was there, in the land of windmills and dykes, 
that the Van Halen brothers got their first 
musical training, learning to play classical piano 
from a strict teacher who was quick to slap their 
knuckles if the boys missed a note. 

“| remember in our first record company bio, 
we joked about how we were locked in the 
basement and forced to learn to play the 
piano,’ Alex said. “Maybe it wasn't quite that 
bad, but we certainly rebelled against the 
teaching that was shoved down our throats at 
that time — though | think both Eddie and | 
have to say it's served us very well over the 
years.” 

While Alex was still a small child, his family 
moved to sunny Southern California, where his 
musical education took a quick turn in another 
direction. By the late ‘60s, Alex had acquired a 
cheap acoustic guitar and had every intention of 
being the six-string wizard of the family. In fact, 
it was Edward who had spied a set of drums ina 
local music shop and had taken up a paper 
route to earn enough money to buy them. One 
day, however, after he'd finally bought that 
prized drum kit, Edward walked into the house 
to find Alex playing with more dexterity than 
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Alex Van Halen: “Once | got behind the drums | found an instrument that suited my 


personality.” 


Edward himself possessed. It was then that the 
brothers decided to exchange instruments and 
the free world, as we know it, was forever 
changed. 


‘| wasn't much of a guitarist,’ Alex 
explained. ‘‘l was happy to just strum along with 
a Beatles’ tune. But once | got behind the 
drums, | found an instrument that really suited 
my personality. You didn’t have to worry about 
subtlety or where to place your hands. You 
could just sit down and go ‘wham!’ Once | 
discovered the drums, it was like I'd found a 
part of myself that had been missing.” 

Over the next few years the brothers refined 
their skills, even taking a series of music 


appreciation classes at the local college. But 
their interests lay more in getting a band 
together than studying the ‘whos’, “whats”, 
“wheres, and “whys” of music theory. Before 
long, they had put together the first of a series 
of bands (featuring names like Rat Salade and 
Mammoth) which eventually led to Van Halen. 

“It's been fun,” Alex said with a look of 
contentment. ‘‘I've been real lucky. How many 
people get to do exactly what they want in life 
and make a great living at it? I've been able to 
tour the world, meet some incredible people 
and have some unbelievable experiences, all 
because of the music. I'm one of those guys 
who really does owe everything he’s got to rock 
and roll.” 0

Guns N’ Roses have returned to the studio to 
begin work on the follow up to their quintuple 
platinum smash Appetite For Destruction. With 
any luck the new disc should be hitting local 
record stores by late spring. ‘This will pick up 
where Appetite left off,’” guitarist Slash stated. 
“We've already gotten a lot of songs written and 
they're really good. | think fans are just 
beginning to see what this band can do. If they 
liked the last album, we know they'll love this 
one.

It now appears that Megadeth will call their 


upcoming LP No Warning. The LP’s cover art will 
feature the band’s bizarre mascot, Vic, dressed 
as an Army general with his finger on the “red 
button’ in the war room.

BACK IN ACTION 


Legendary Rockers Return To 


The Scene With 
Dangerous Age.

hroughout the 1970s, the name Bad 
Company was synonymous with the 
finest in British hard rock. Rallying 
around the gut-wrenching vocals of Paul 
Rodgers, the powerful riffs of guitarist Mick 
Ralphs and the kinetic rhythms of drummer 
Simon Kirke and bassist Boz Burrell, Bad 
Company produced a series of million-selling 
albums — including Straight Shooter and 
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Bad Company (left to right): Mick Ralphs, Simon Kirke, Brian Howe.

Running With The Pack — that established 
them as the premier riff rock attraction of the 
era. 

Unfortunately, things didn't stay quite so rosy 
for the band. Following the release of Desolation 
Angels in 1979, the group broke apart, due to 
what Ralphs termed “‘our total inability to see 
things eye to eye.” Subsequent projects by band 
members were full of peaks and valleys — the 
highest point being Rodgers contribution to the 
short-lived “supergroup,” the Firm. For Ralphs, 


Kirke and Burrell, however, the years after Bad 
Company's demise were a time of soul searching 
and waiting for the residual checks to arrive. 

“We were sitting around, really not doing very 
much,” Kirke explained. “Then | happened to run 
into Mick, and the idea of getting the band 
together again was discussed. We both liked the 
idea and began to see how feasible it was. We 
didn't know if everyone would want to do it, but 
we put out some phone calls and waited to see 
what happened.” 

What happened was that Rodgers quickly 
shot down any thought that he would rejoin the 
band. Undeterred, Ralphs and Kirke forged on, 
recruiting new vocalist Brian Howe and bassist 
Steve Price. They began working on their 
“comeback” LP, Fame And Fortune, early in 
1987, only to find that while they still had their 
chops, they were a little out of touch with the 
way the rock world worked in the late 1980s. 

“We thought the name Bad Company was all 
we needed,” Kirke said. “We didn't really 
understand the idea of marketing which had 
entered the rock world since we left. There are 
so many more bands out there these days, and 
because of MTV they all have a very high profile. 
The fans expect that today, and we hadn't given 
it to them.” 


Needless to say, Fame And Fortune died a 
quick and painful death in terms of sales. But 
being the veterans that they are, rather than 
sulking and going into seclusion, Bad Company 
put their new knowledge to work for them. When 
they began their new LP, Dangerous Age, they 
envisioned an entire media campaign to coincide 
with the LP’s release — there would be a video 
for the song Wo Smoke Without Fire, as well as 
press interviews and showcase concerts. They 
were going to go all out to make sure everyone 
knew that Bad Company was alive and well. 

“It's time for us to stop showing our age,” 
Kirke said with a laugh. “If we want to compete 
with the younger bands out there, we've got to 
play on their terms. We feel very comfortable 
making videos, and interviews are something 
that are second nature to us — we all have big 
mouths. We're very proud of this record, so 
there's no reason we shouldn't talk about it.” 

Such tracks as Shake /t Up and Dirty Boy show 
exactly why Kirke and his comrades are so proud 
of Bad Company's latest achievement. Though 
there may not be any instant classics like Can't 
Get Enough and Shooting Star on the band’s 
latest collection, the album is packed with 
enough jagged-edged rock and roll to keep any 
fan happy for months. 

“It's great to be working this hard again,” 
Kirke stated. ‘When you've been playing 
professionally for 20-odd years, you find that it's 
not easy to hang up your sticks and forget about 
recording and touring. It gets in your blood. So 
does the roar of the crowd. When you've played 
the biggest arenas in the world, as we did for 
many years, you miss that. All | can say is that 
it's great to be back in action.” 0

Each month Ait Parader takes some of rock's 
biggest stars out to lunch to discover if food 
really does make the man. This month's lunch 
muncher is former Europe guitarist John 
Norum. 

With those pinchable pink cheeks, sensitive 
hazel eyes and history with that lightweight 
Swedish sensation known as Europe, one might 
think John Norum is a total wuss. But behind his 
pleasant facade is a disheveled rebel who 
makes Metallica's ‘nasty’ Lars Ulrich look like 
a goody-two-shoes. 

Ask John what he was like as a child, and the 
man who's in Total Control will answer you with 
one word — ‘wild’. 

The eldest child and product of a broken 
home, John grew up rambling around the 
streets of Stockholm, looking for mischief. ‘I 
always stole things,’ he admits, his eyes taking 
on a disquieting glint. “Nothing major, just 
things for entertainment — thinks like candy.” 

John grins momentarily, reflecting on 
whether to reveal more or keep his past a

secret. He decides to go on. ‘'l wasn't just into 
stealing things,” he continues, disclosing a side 
that no one would expect. “'l liked fire a lot. I'd 
go out to the woods and make some big fires. | 
burned down a couple of places outside 
Stockholm,’ he notes. ‘I liked playing with 
lighters, setting things on fire and watching 
them glow. But little fires weren't enough for 
me; | wanted to see them grow. I'd get a tree to 
catch fire, then another one. Then I'd hear the 
sirens and start to run.” 

John makes an expression which can be 
interpreted as ‘c'est la vie’. “'l did that many 
times,” he confides. “| was very wild.” 

He pauses, and twists his hulking six-foot 
frame around in the chair. More deep, dark 
secrets are about to pour out. 


He holds up his left hand. It looks pretty 
normal. But so did John at the start of this 


interview. ‘I’ve been to the hospital many, 


times,” he reveals. “My hands received first 
degree burns in one of the fires. | had to have 
skin grafts so new skin would grow on them.” 


John Norum: “I always stole things — just little things like candy.” 


John crosses his legs. ‘| burned my thighs 
very badly; | have no nerves there now. | don't 
feel anything in them.” He searches for a 
reaction, then continues. ‘l also went to the 
hospital when | got a fork in my eye, and there 
was another time | was run over by a car. My 
mother was a nervous wreck after my child- 
hood,” he smiles, knowing you'd never expect 
such a seemingly nice guy to have created such 
havoc. 

“Rock and roll is just an extension of my love 
for danger,’ John admits. “‘It’s just like driving a 
car fast — it’s wild and reckless. When | hear a 
good song, | get goose bumps all over. The hair 
on my arms stands on end. There's a rebel- 
liousness about rock and roll that really gets to 
me.” 

John grins a wicked grin. ‘‘l like the power of 
rock, and | like the intensity of the noise. And | 
don't like to do what everybody else expects — 
| like to be different. Being a musician 
separates you from the rest of society; | like 
that. | don’t know why I'm that way. Maybe it's 
something you are born with.” O

Bad To The Bone 


Bay Area Blasters Blossom With...And Justice For All 


| e may play one of the angriest guitars 
around, but Metallica's Kirk Hammett 
i hardly has a care in the world. This 
happy-go-lucky, comic-book-collecting, six- 
string whiz has much to be pleased about these 
days. Metallica's new LP, ...And Justice For All, 
has been hailed as one of the most significant 
heavy metal albums of the year, and the group's 
first national headlining tour has been packing 
arenas from coast to coast. Despite their 
roaring success, Hammett and bandmates 
James Hetfield (vocals/guitar), Lars Ulrich 
(drums) and Jason Newsted (bass) have 
retained the same sensibilities they displayed 
when they were struggling for recognition a few 
years ago. It's been a long hard struggle but, as 
Hammett explained during this recent conversa- 
tion, the rewards have been well worth the 
fight. 


Hit Parader: Kirk, how have the pressures of 
headlining affected Metallica? 

Kirk Hammett: We don't think of headlining as 
putting pressure on us. We think of it as the 
most exciting experience of our lives, because 
that's exactly what it is. | think each of us were 
a little apprehensive a few months back, when 
the idea of headlining a big arena tour was 
brought to us. That's a big step in a band’s 
career. But we kind of worked up to this tour by 
playing the Monsters Of Rock festivals last 
summer, and then going over to Europe to 
headline. By the time we came back to the 
States and started headlining the arenas here, 
we were pretty comfortable with the idea of 
being in front of a lot of people every night. 


HP: How are the songs from ...And Justice For 
All fitting into the live set? 

KH: We've been putting the new songs in 
slowly but surely, and we think they sound 
great. They're getting a real good reaction too, 
and that’s very important. | really like playing 
One, which is my favorite track on the new

album. It really touches me. | even dream about 
that song. It's a very emotional subject and 
every time | play it, | really get into it totally. 
Another tune that's sounding great live is 
Blackened, which is all about the destruction of 
our environment.

HP: Has the fan’s response to Metallica 
surprised you at all? Metallica seems to be the 
phenomenon of the year.

I'm just 
pleased that I’ve continued to grow as a 
guitarist. But, after all, when you play 150 gigs 
— like we did after the Master Of Puppets 
album came out — and then you practice a lot 
at home, you should get better. The thing that 
makes me happy about my playing on the new 
album is that all my solos are really different 
from one another and they're totally different 
from anything I've played before. That's real 
important to me. |'ve tried to be melodic and 
aggressive at the same time.

HP: Who was your biggest influence as a 
guitarist? 

KH: Without a doubt, it was Jimi Hendrix — he 
could do it all.

Whenever | think I'm 
getting pretty good, | just slip on a Hendrix 
album. That puts me in my place in a hurry. |

After we finish is another 
story. We got into some bad habits while we 
were on the Monsters Of Rock tour because we 
finished our set early in the afternoon and we'd 
just get together with the guys in Dokken and 
sit around downing Coors Lights all afternoon. 
Now that we're out on our own, we've got time 
to kill at the hotel or on the bus after a show. 
We always find ways to pass the time. We're 
not a band that gets bored very easily. 


HP: Have you guys managed to stay friends on 
your trip up the rock ladder? 

KH: Hey, we started out as friends, and to us 
that’s the most important thing. People can look 
at Metallica any way they want. But to us it’s 
just four guys who really dig each other getting 
onstage every night and playing some kick-ass 
rock and roll.

in the act

hings sure have changed for Aerosmith. 

Just two years ago, one couldn't help but 

sense an air of desperation surrounding 
the band. It was as if, despite the positive vibes 
being generated by their much-ballyhooed 
reunion, these Bad Boys from Boston were 
rocking again more for the money than for fun. 
Today, however, with vocalist Steven Tyler and 
guitarist Joe Perry totally divorced from the 
perils of drink and drugs, and the band’s most 
recent LP, Permanent Vacation, having passed 
the two million sales mark, Aerosmith are living 
in a dreamland where contentment is both 
pervasive and contagious. 

“We feel terrific, and we're having a great 
time,” Tyler exclaimed shortly before retreating 
to the band’s dressing room to prepare himself 
for that evening’s show. ‘We've been telling 
people for a long time that everything was gonna 
turn out great for us, and now maybe they 
believe us. | know in my heart that when we put 
our minds to it, Aerosmith is a great rock and roll 
band. There's still a magic about us, and I'm not 
shy about saying that when this band gets 
cookin’ onstage | get as excited as anybody.” 

Tyler has certainly had plenty of reason to get 
excited during Aerosmith’s recent 15-month 
world tour. With over 200 shows and an 
estimated $8 million gross income from the 
sales of concert tickets, T-shirts and other tour 
merchandise, the band’s Permanent Vacation 
road jaunt ranks as the most successful of their 
15-year career — and one of the most 
successful in rock history. Fans who haven't 
attended a concert in years seem to have 
crawled out of hiding to see this legendary group 
who, according to all sources — including Tyler 
himself — has never done it better. 

“This band has gone through some strange 
shit over the years,” Steverino said with a 
typically toothy grin. “There were some nights in 
the past I'd really rather forget, especially the 
times when | fell off the stage because | was just 
too out of it to know where | was. But I'm able to 
look back on all that with a laugh, because we're 
playing just incredibly now. 

“Believe me, if someone had told me that 
we'd be on the road for more than a year, | would 
have said they were crazy,” he added. ‘‘In the 
past, we pushed ourselves too much and we just 
got burnt out. On top of that, we weren't in the 
best of health. This time it’s a totally different 
thing. | can remember everything that's going on, 
and because of that I’m having a lot of fun. It's 


amazing that it took me all this time to realize 
that you can have a shitload of fun on the road 
without a bottle in your hand or a spoon up your 
nose.” 


With a live show that is equal parts classics like 
Walk This Way, Dream On, and Sweet Emotion 
and new favorites such as Rag Doll, Magic Touch 
and Dude Looks Like A Lady, Aerosmith’s most 
recent tour is a confirmation of the continuing 
wonders of rock and roll. Though it’s been hard 
for some rock pundits to imagine that Aerosmith 
are still around — let alone successful after all 
the years and after their well-documented 
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Steven Tyler: “There’s still a lot of magic in Aerosmith.”

“We feel like kids again,” Tyler exclaimed. 
“It's really hard to describe what the last year 
has been like for us.

Kiss’ Paul Stanley once got himself in hot 
water by declaring, “You need balls to play 
heavy metal’ — and we know for a fact that 
broad-minded Mr. Stanley meant what he said 
both literally and figuratively. Well in all 
honestly, there have been very few performers in 
the 20-year history of metal who could make 
Stanley eat his words. Sure, Lita Ford can kick 
ass with the best of ‘em and Warlock’s Doro 
Pesch has one of the stronget voices around. But 
there's never been an all-female contingent — 
aside from Girlschool on a good day — that 
could hold a candle to their male metal counter- 
parts. Vixen are determined to change all that. 

This good-looking foursome don't want to be 
considered a female metal band — though they 
certainly aren't lacking for feminine allure. This 
group wants to be taken seriously for what they 
do — cranking out gut-busting metal rhythms 
with a power and precision that belies their 
gender. For vocalist Janet Gardner, guitarist Jan 
Kuehnemund, drummer Roxy Petrucci and 
bassist Share Pedersen, their quest isn't to be 
the best all-girl metal band, it’s to be the best 
metal band, period! 

“There are two ways of looking at being a 
woman in a male-dominated world,” Kuehne- 
mund said. ‘You can become intimidated and 
never give yourself a true chance to succeed, or 
you can use it to your own advantage. That's 
what we've done. The thing with Vixen is that 
this isn't a gimmick — we're all talented 
musicians who know how to play rock and roll 
with the best of em.” 

Vixen’s good looks and musical skills have 
attracted a variety of male admirers. The 
album's song credits are a veritable Who's Who 
of rockers that have given Vixen their stamp of 
approval — Jon Butcher (who contributed the 
song American Dream to the LP) and White- 
snake's Vivian Campbell (who adds a blazing 
guitar solo to Desperate) are just two of Vixen's 
supporters. 

“It's nice to have friends in high places,” 
Petrucci said. ‘We had lots of help from great 
people who were really there for us when we 
needed ‘em. Having people like Jon Butcher and 
Richard Marx (who co-wrote Vixen’s first single, 
Edge Of A Broken Heart with former Tubes 
leader Fee Waybill) work with you is a great 
honor. But we don’t want to give people the 
wrong idea about us; we can stand on our own 
two feet quite well, thank you. We wrote most of 
the material on the album, and we like those 
songs a lot.”

Some of those tracks — like / Want You To 
Rock Me, Cruisin’ and Waiting — will form the 
foundation of the band’s live set, which they 
hope to treat all of America to in the near future. 
The members of Vixen hope the seven years 
they've put into the music business establishing 
their reputation will stand them in good stead 
then. With any luck, they'll entice a big headliner 
to take a chance with them on tour, and then 
they'll prove to the American metal masses that 
women can indeed rock with the best of ‘em. 

“There's never been a female rock band that 
a girl can look up at onstage and say, ‘God, | 
want to be just like her,’’’ Kuehnemund said. 
“That's what we're out to be — role models for 


what we hope will be future generations of 
female headbangers. We want to make sure the 
girls come to our show to support us too. We're 
all in this together. 

“We're really looking forward to getting on 
tour,” she added. “We have a lot of energy and 
unity onstage because we're a real team. There 
are four very different personalities here, but we 
have tremendous respect for each other and 
we're genuinely friends. We've put a lot of time 
and energy into getting where we are today, but 
we know a lot of hard work still lies ahead. | 
guess you could say our goal is to show that 
sometimes the best man for the job is a 
woman.” @

n hour before showtime, the arena’s back door swings open and a 
casually attired David Coverdale strolls into the hall. His long, 
lanky frame moves smoothly as he waves hello to tour technicians 
and gives his nightly greetings to his opening act. ‘And how are the Great 
Whites feeling tonight?’ Coverdale coos at the amused band as they wait 
to perform their 45-minute set. After he’s assured that all is well in the 
Great White camp, Coverdale saunters further down the hallway to where 
his own band — each of whom have already been at the arena for almost 
two hours — wait for their leader. 
“There's really no reason for me to arrive at the hall too early,” 
Coverdale explains. ‘The rest of the band need to tune their instruments 
and make sure their gear is in good working order. They just run a tape with 
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my vocals on it and play along to that. I've learned that my voice has only 
so many hours of singing in it. | wouldn't want to waste some of my best 
moments at a sound check.” 

As Coverdale ambles into one of the band’s spacious dressing rooms 
he’s confronted by a vision of the band’s two guitarists — Adrian 
Vandenberg and Vivian Campbell — sitting on folding chairs, exchanging 
hot blues licks as they tune their instruments. “Sounding good tonight,” 
David exclaims as he walks to a separate chamber where his stage clothes 
— a black T-shirt, black jeans and a gaudy purple coat — are carefully 
hung on a huge steamer trunk. ‘You'll excuse me for a few minutes while 
| get ready, won't you?” the ever-polite Mr. C asks as he closes the door 
to his private dressing area and prepares his body and soul for one of the

final dates on the Snake's year-long world tour. 

Back in the other room, Vandenberg and Campbell have been joined by 
bassist Rudy Serzo and drummer Tommy Aldridge for a quick discussion of 
life, love and the pursuit of road happiness. Despite the divergent 


~ backgrounds of the band members — a Dutchman, an Irishman, a Cuban, 
- an Englishman and a Texan — these musicians have joined together to 


form one of the most cohesive bands in the rock world. 

“When you spend so much time with each other, you can't help but 
become very close,” Sarzo says. ‘Of course, that much time together can 
cause problems in some bands — I've seen that before. But this group has 
just grown closer the longer we've stayed together. You've got to realize 
that, since we hadn't performed together until we did the Sti// Of The Night 
video, it took us a few months on the road to really get to know each other.” 

“The key to this group is that we've all been 
through a great deal in our careers,’ Vandenberg 
chimes in.’ There's nobody here who hasn't paid 
his dues at some time or another in this 
business. That's why we realize what a 
wonderful opportunity being in Whitesnake is. 
This is truly like being part of a team. We all 
know David is the leader, but he gives each of us 
almost total freedom onstage. Most of us have 
never had a situation like that before.’ 

Whitesnake’s “‘team’’ attitude will soon be 
put to a new test, once this roving “League Of 
Nations” enters the recording studio to begin 
work on their next LP. Don't forget that it was a 
totally different version of the Snake — one 
featuring Coverdale, guitarist John Sykes, 
bassist Neil Murray and drummer Aynsley | 
Dunbar — that recorded the group's recent | 
sextuple-platinum album. Despite the success | 
the “new” Snake has had on the road, it will be 
a stern test of the band’s talents to see if they 
can match the band’s earlier studio success. | 

“This band had had difficulty in maintaining a | 
set lineup over the years,” Coverdale admits, in 
what could rank as the grand understatement of 
the year. “My attitude has always been to work 
with musicians | enjoy working with, and who 
enjoy working with me. For a variety of reasons, 
we have altered the lineup on recent albums, but 
| hope that pattern will change now. I've learned 
never to assume anything in this industry, but | 
would sincerely like to believe that the group as 
it stands now can stay together for many years to come. 

“| think each of us is looking forward to 
getting the band into the studio,’ Vandenberg 
says. ‘We've been playing material written by 
other people every night, and though they are 
great songs, we'd like to see what we can come 
up with as a unit. | know that David and | have 
already written some very interesting things, and 
Vivian also has some good song ideas he’s been 
working on. | believe that with the talent that’s in 
this group, we can come up with an excellent 
album next time.” 

With any luck, Whitesnake will be back in the 
studio by early 1989, with a new LP scheduled 
for May or June. Then it'll be time to take their 
Stage gear out of the mothballs and hit the rock 
and roll trail once again. Though their most 
recent tour has only been over for a matter of 
weeks, the Snakesters are already anticipating 
getting back on the road. 


“For a musician, being on tour is a very rewarding place,” Campbell 
says. “You have the chance to channel almost all your energy into your 
music, without the distractions you have when you're at home. When 
you're on tour, you really live, eat and breathe the music. Even being in the 
studio can't match that kind of feeling, because playing there can 
sometimes be a little sterile. Whitesnake feeds off of the reaction we get 
from the fans every night.” 

“Whitesnake has always been a touring band,” Coverdale said. “We've 
only broken through in America over the last few years, but before that, we 
spent a great deal of time touring Europe and the Orient. We were forced 
to cancel a number of shows on this tour because of my health, and that 
was a horrible feeling for all of us. Whitesnake is truly a band that lives to 
rock, and that’s the way we plan to keep it for a long time to come.” O 
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Since when do people have the right to say 
that Motley Crue isn’t heavy metal?! The Crue 
could wipe out all the other so-called ‘metal 


bands” with the snap of their fingers.

everyone around me thought it was the best 
thing for me to do.” 

Tom Keifer: vocalist, guitar player, co-founder 
of Cinderella. The man who, with the help of Eric 
Brittingham, Jeff LaBar and Fred Coury, has 
defied his detractors by coming up with 
Cinderella's second platinum album, Long Cold 
Winter. These days, life has taken on a fairy tale 
quality for Keifer & Co. But that “happy ending’ 
was long in coming. 

Tom was enchanted by the guitar when, at six 
years old, he saw the Monkees on the tube. From 
that moment on, he was determined to be a 
guitarist. You would think society would applaud 
him for making his career choice so early in his 
life. But because Tom wanted to be a musician 
— not something acceptable like an accountant 
— everyone from his parents to his guidance 
counselors at school tortured him about his 
decision... so he rebelled. 

“| didn’t like other people telling me how | 
should behave and how | should live my life,” 
Tom confesses. “By the time | got into high 
school, the situation was so bad that half the 
time | wouldn't even go to school. | did have 
problems for a while with ‘substances’ — | went 
through it and | don’t do it any more because it’s 
fucked up. | wasn't the greatest kid in the world, 
but | sure wasn't the worst. My biggest problem 
was that | didn’t dig school and all | wanted to do 
was play guitar. Nobody really accepted that.” 

For some reason, the kids that counselors 
condemn as social deviants fated to go to jail (do 
not pass go; do not collect $200), usually rise 
above the terrible expectations others have of 
them. 

“Yeah, it took a lot of hard work,” says Tom, 
remembering what he had to do to overcome 
those grave expectations. ‘But | ate my 
Cheerios. 

“When | got out of high school, | started 
playing clubs. Two years later I'd been in 
countless bands, playing up and down the East 
coast, doing cover songs and getting nowhere 
fast. | was pretty strung out at the time. | kept 
saying | wanted to be a rock star but not really 
doing anything about it, because if you're 
playing other people’s music in clubs, how 
fuckin’ far are you going to get?” 

Bored but not discouraged, Tom decided that 
the band ‘leaders he'd been working for were no 
more knowledgeable about rock careers than his 
teachers had been. So Tom began writing his 
own tunes. As he wrote, he realized that all 
those years of listening to the Beatles, 
Aerosmith, the Rolling Stones and Led Zeppelin 
had paid off — what he was writing was turning 
out pretty good. 

“| quit the club band | was in, thinking that's 
it. I've had it with clubs,” Tom recalls. “I decided 
to lock myself in a room and just write for a year 
and get my shit together. | cleaned up my act and 
wrote a lot of tunes, then | called Eric.” 

Eric and Tom had played some gigs together 
in the groups Saints In Hell and Diamonds. This 


time, when Tom called, they decided to form a 
partnership. ‘We got more members and locked 
ourselves in the attic of a bar out in Pennsylvania 
for a year,’ he smiles. “We spent our nights 
rehearsing up there and we never saw the light 
of day. 

“To keep the funds coming, we worked day 
jobs; we never played gigs. Finally, | felt good 
about what we were doing. We took the name 
Cinderella from something we saw in a HBO 
guide; we made a couple of demos which we 
sent to record companies, then we started 
getting out on weekends and playing live again. 
But we were finally doing our own music, which 
was a lot more fulfilling than what I'd been doing 
a couple of years before.”’ 


Keifer in action: “I didn’t like other 
people teliing me how to live my life.” 


Cinderella's big break came from a then semi- 
successful singer named Jon Bon Jovi. Like 
Cinderella, Bon Jovi had gigged in every club 
around the East Coast Club circuit. But Jon had 
come up in the world — at the time, he was 
coasting with a Top 40 single, Runaway and a 
soon-to-be-gold album. And Jon, being a down- 
home kind of guy, was always into getting back 
to his roots and checking out the situation. 

“We'd been sending out demos to record 
companies, knocking on doors, blowing up 
people's cars, anything to try and get a record 
deal,” Tom recalls. “Nothing was working. Then 
Jon came into the Empire Club in Philadelphia 
One night and saw us play, and he really liked it. 
He went back to his label, PolyGram, and told 
them about us. Meanwhile, our manager had 
sent our demo to PolyGram, so they were getting

hit from both sides at the same time — our 
manager and Jon. 

“Up until that point, we had tried everything. 
We'd sent tapes to every label you can name, 
and they all said, ‘forget it. Jon gave us our 
break. What he did for us really helped. 
Musicians don't realize how many tapes a record 
company gets each day. If you don't have 
something that really stands out, that makes 
them want to listen to you for more than five 
seconds, you're screwed. 

“| went up to meet with an Atlantic Records 
man once, when one of their guys was interested 
in us. There was an A&R guy across the hall 


going through tapes. He'd put one in for a few 
seconds and go, ‘Nah,’ and take the tape out. He 
was going through tape after tape that way. 

“You've got to know somebody: it really helps 
get them to listen to your whole tape. It’s not an 
easy job in A&R. | don't fault them — how else 
are they supposed to go through tapes? If they 
sat down and listened to every one, they'd never 
sleep. But Jon got our tape listened to. And 
because of that we got a record deal, and now 
we're having our second hit album and our 
second major tour. 

“So what Jon did for us was great. Thank you, 
Jon!” O

Hysteria Sails Past Sextuple Platintum Level As Leps Roar On.

ast July it finally happened — Def 

Leppard’s Hysteria achieved something 

its illustrious predecessor, Pyromania, 
had failed to do. On the 11th day of the month, 
Hysteria hit Number 1 on the sales charts, some 
47 weeks after its release. For those of you who 
don't recall — or perhaps don't care about such 
things — Pyromania spent most of 1984 
bogged down in the Number 2 slot, caught 
behind the phenomenon known as Michael 
Jackson's Thriller. So what did it mean to 
vocalist Joe Elliott, bassist Rick Savage,

guitarist Steve Clark, drummer Rick Allen and 
guitarist Phil Collen to finally reach the top spot 
in chartdom? Well, not much, really. 

“It's nice,’ Savage said with an amused look. 
“But | think our satisfaction with this album 
peaked along time ago. It's great that the record 
has stayed popular for so long and that its 
popularity has grown during the year it’s been 
available. But, in all honesty, we didn't go crazy 
when it hit Number 1. We were very aware of it, 
believe me. But with us, it was more or less back 
to business as usual,”’ 


“It's nice to accomplish something we had 
never done before,’ Collen added in an almost 
deadpan voice. ‘‘But it’s not like the fact that it 
made it to Number 1 finally convinced us we had 
done something good. We knew that all along. 
From the day the album came out; we had said 
that we weren't sure if it would ever sell as many 
copies as Pyromania, and we really weren't that 
concerned if it didn't. We wanted to make an 
album that was challenging and a little different 
from what we had done before. We did, and it is 


very satisfying to know that the fans have — 
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responded so well to it.” 

Ironically, the song. that helped speed 
Hysteria to the top may well be the most 
“Pyromania-ish’ on the album. That track, Pour 
Some Sugar On Me — replete with its instantly 
memorable chorus — proved'to be an instant 
favorite with fans from coast to coast. The video 


~ clip for Sugar spent three solid months at the top 


of the Dial MTV call-in show, and the song's 45 
version brought Def Leppard to the ears of many 
Top-40 radio fans for the first time. 

“That: song was like our ace in the hole,” 
Elliott said. “When the album first came out, we 
chose Women as our first single in some parts 


of the world, and Anima/ in others. Those 


songs represented more of where we felt we 


} were musically on this album. But we always 


thought that Pour Some Sugar On Me was a 
great song. It's probably the most accessible 
tune on the album — and, yes, it does have 
similarities to the things that. were on 
Pyromania, but there's certainly nothing wrong 
with that.” 

Further showing the charmed existence the Lep- 
pard men have been living since the release of 


Hysteria, it just so happened that their first long- 


_form home video, Historia, was released only a 


few weeks after Hysteria hit the Number 1 spot. 
The video became an instant bestseller, to no 
one's surprise, and introduced newer Def Lep 
fans to some of the band’s older material, 


Sparking arun on earlier albums like On Through 


The Night and High And Dry. To say the least, in 
recent months the Leppard rock machine has 
been running in high gear. 


“Tt took a little time for the momentum we'd 
lost by our long absence from recording and 
touring to build up again,” Savage stated. ‘At 


first, people weren t sure how to react to our new 
album, especially since Pyromania was the 
favorite album of a lot of them. They had been 
| treated to a whole bunch of new bands that had 


come along in our absence, and while | hope they 


- missed us, it wasn't like there weren't any good 
» bands around in the meantime. But once we got 
back on tour and the songs started getting 
~ airplay on radio and TV, we could feel things pick 
Tight up.” 
_ Now, of course, after 15 months of touring 


and hyping Hysteria, the time has come for the 


Leps to think about taking a well-deserved rest. 
But a lesson they learned after the success of 


Pyromania is that you shouldn't wait too long 


before reminding the fans that you're alive and 
well. At the moment, the band plan to take all of 


1989 off from touring, and to return to the studio 
in the spring to record an album to be released 
in the fall of 1989. If all goes according to plan, 
the Leps will once again unleash their musical 
beast upon us live in early 1990. 

“It's strange how far ahead you've got to plan 


- inthis industry,” Collen said. “We'd much rather 
worry about what we have to do this afternoon 
_ than think about 1990 — that's kind of silly. We

just take each day as it comes. We know we 
want to take some time off — if nothing else, 
just to give the people a break from seeing us all 
the time. But we certainly won't take as long 
between albums as we did last time.’ 

“As everyone knows, most of the circumstan- 
ces that delayed Hysteria were beyond our 
control,’ Savage chimed in. “This time we want 
to avoid those kind of problems and just relax, 
have fun, and after a few months, get back to 
making music. That would be the ideal situation, 
but we've learned never to predict when an 
album will be completed, or what we'll be doing 


beyond tomorrow. We're pretty predictable guys, 
but we know that strange things can happen.” 

“It won't be three years before you see us 
again, Elliott promised with a laugh. “That! can 
guarantee. Other than that, who knows? We'll 
never just put out an album to meet some record 
company schedule. We want to keep making 
music that we re proud of, and we'll take as long 
as needed to do that. Maybe that’s the best thing 
about being successful — you only need to 
answer to yourself when it comes to being 
creative. That's the beauty of being in Def 
Leppard. 0

- ho the hell are Badlands? Why does 
a band that most of you have never 
even heard about deserve a big color 
spread in the hallowed pages of Ait Parader? 
Well, the simple fact is that not only is Badlands 
made up of some of metal’s most charismatic 
performers, but according to those in-the-know, 
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they just might emerge as the big band of 1989. 
So we figured we'd just give you guys a break 
and let you in on the Badlands story before 
anyone else. 

What makes Badlands so special? First and 
foremost is the presence of former Ozzy 
Osbourne guitarist Jake E. Lee who after a rather

messy breakup with the Q2z is now attempting to 
get his career back in high gear. Then there's 
vocalist Ray Gillen, probably the best-known 
unknown in rock history. Let's face it, any guy 
who's been part of bands such as Black Sabbath 
and John Sykes’ new Blue Murder, yet has never 
laid his vocal magic down on vinyl is something 
of a rock and roll enigma. Together these two 
rock gypsies could be double trouble — or they 
just might be the nucleus of the best rock and roll 
band since the demise of Led Zeppelin. 

“When | left Ozzy | was looking for the right 
situation,” Lee said. “When | found the guys in 
this band | knew | had discovered what | was 
looking for — people who had the right attitude 
and weren't into drugs or the whole ‘rock star’ 
thing. | was looking for people to make great 
music with, and | found them. 

The roots of Badlands stretch back to early 
1987 when Lee and Osbourne had their well- 
documented parting of ways. Depending on 
whom you ask, that split was caused by either 
Ozzy's reluctance to share the spotlight with the 
colorful Jake, or Osbourne’s refusal to pay Jake 
the writing royalties he felt he deserved. 
Whatever the reason for their rift, however, Lee 
soon found himself a man without a band, adrift 
in the metal maelstrom of L.A. 

At roughly the same time Ray Gillen found 
himself butting heads with former Whitesnake 
guitarist John Sykes in his new band Blue 
Murder. Only a few months before, Sykes had

. lured Gillen away from Black Sabbath promising 


fame and fortune to the handsome, dark-haired 
vocalist. Realizing that a fresh start with a new 
band would do his career more good than staying 


aboard Sabbath’s sinking ship, Gillen jumped at 
_ Sykes’ offer — only to find that the promise 


offered didn't look quite as good in the white 


a light of reality. 
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Ray Gillen; “Jake and | are both level-headed guys who love rock and roll.” 


“| only have the greatest respect for John,” 
Gillen said. “But he wanted to be the star in that 
band, and that's fine with me. But there were 
some problems that were developing between 


_us that | could see becoming worse as time went 


along. | figured I'd better bail out and look for a 
better situation before we got too involved with 
the project.” 


As fate would have it, sources within the 
nusic industry sensed that Lee and Gillen could 
make one of the most dynamic teams in rock 
history. The pair, joined by former Black Sabbath 
drummer Eric Singer and bassist Gregg 
Chaisson, soon drew together to jam on a few 
tunes and to see if their varied musical 
backgrounds could jell into a new unit. Within 
days they had their answer. 

“We could sense something really good was 
going on as soon as we got together, Lee 
explained. Ray has an incredible voice, and Eric 
and Gregg are a really strong rhythm section. 
We're all young and hungry, and our influences 
in music are almost identical. It makes for a 
really strong band when everyone is equal and 
everyone is looking at things the same way. 

The buzz within the music industry about 
Badlands was strong as soon as word about the 
band began to circulate through corporate 
hallways. No less then three major labels 
submitted bids to sign the band, and their 
rehearsal room often featured more label A&R 
men hanging around than your average record 
industry convention. Label interest in the band 
reached such a fever pitch last spring, in fact, 
that their manager decided to actually hide 
Gillen out in New York in an attempt to give the 
band a chance to analyze the flood of big-money 
offers that were coming their way. 

“It was a great situation for us to be in,” 
Gillen said. “We were getting all these calls 
from the various labels checking us out and 
finding out what it would take to get us to sign 
with them. It was really exciting.” 

Then, however, reality set in. After finally 
signing their deal, the band had to start creating 
music that fulfilled the promise that everyone 
believed they had. Retreating into a Los 
Angeles-area recording studio last July, they 
started laying down the rocking, raunchy tunes 
that will soon emerge as their self-titled debut 
LP. With Lee's heavier-then-hell riffs leading the 
way and Gillen’s powerhouse vocals cutting 
through the band’s instrumental mix, Badlands: 
first LP seems destined to mark them as the next 
superstars on the hard rock horizon. 

“We think the music we re creating will speak 
for itself,” Lee said. “We re very excited about it 
because it covers a really broad base. There's a 
strong blues feel to a lot of it, yet we ve been 
able to really keep the hard rock edge to 
everything. We think the fans will really enjoy it 
once they get to hear it. 

“Now the next big thing for us will be getting 
out on the road and letting the people see what 
we can do on stage,’ Gillen added. ‘That's the 
part that really excites us. We have a big 
advantage over most new bands because we ve 
all had some stage experience in the big arenas. 
| don't think we'll be intimidated by any of that. 
In fact we can't wait to get on the road. That's 
when the real magic of Badlands will come 
through.” 0

by the “Good Book’, abstain from dallying with groupies and 
insist on injecting Biblical passages into every one of their live sets.

If the band’s messages weren't contained in such instantly 
infectious melodies and foot-stomping rockers, it's unlikely anybody 
would bother to listen. Though the group may want to believe that it aint 
the medium, it's the message, the hard fact is that Stryper’s musical skills 
are what fill concert halls and sends their albums to the Top 20 of the 
sales charts. 

“We've always strived to have as much variety as possible on our 
albums,’’ Sweet said. ‘’We don't just want to be known as a heavy rock 
band, where every song is predictable and sounds the same as the one 
before it. One of the best songs on In God We Trust is called 7he Writing 
On The Wall. \t's a real heavy song, but it's a little different from anything 
we've done before — at least musically; the lyrics touch on the same 
subject we have in everything we do — God.” 

“We realize that the songs are what get people to listen to us, not the 
message, Oz Fox added. ‘But people always come up to me and say how 
the lyrics of a particular song had an impact on their lives. That's great! If 
people can get off on the energy of our music and gain a little insight into 
their lives through our lyrics, that’s perfect. That's what Stryper is trying 
to do.”

convinced that there simply aren't any skeletons in these guys’ closets. 
Yes, Gaines freely admits that he once had a drug problem — but that is 
what first turned him on to the wonders of the Lord. And the Sweet 
brothers will discuss the rowdy aspects of their youth — but that stopped 
when they dedicated their lives to God. Apparently these guys aren't 
following the example of their spiritual mentor, the Reverend Jimmy 
Swaggart, and gleefully profess to the world that they have sinned. 

“We feel we have a responsibility to our fans, as well as to ourselves, 
to live up to the ideals that Christ wants us all to follow,’ Robert Sweet 
said. ‘That means we don't drink, we don't do drugs and we don't chase 
groupies. But it doesn’t mean that we shouldn't play rock and roll. A lot of 
church groups have given us a lot of heat over the years for playing what 
they call ‘the devil's music’. They just don't seem to realize that this is 
what the youth of today is listening to. If you want to reach them, you 
might as well speak their language — and rock and roll is it. 

“Look, if people want to find fault with us, they can,’ he added. 
“Nobody's perfect, and that certainly includes us. It's great to have an 
impact on the lives of kids all around the world — we really appreciate 
that opportunity. But sometimes people just expect a little too much from 
us. All we can be is the best people we are. Hopefully, sometime in the 
future, if anybody looks back at what we've tried to accomplish, they'll be 
able to say that we tried to do something good and that we succeeded in 
making some people take a real look at what God is capable of 
accomplishing.” 
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So what is one to make of this band that's raking in the big bucks with 
a million-selling LP (their third consecutive platinum platter, by the way) 
and a sold-out world tour? Is that money going towards housing the poor 
or constructing churches in foreign lands? Is the band’s financial windfall 
helping Stryper carry their musical message to new frontiers? It would 
seem that the only ‘poor’ these guys are interested in housing are 
themselves, and the only church that really turns them on are houses of 
the holy like Madison Square Garden on the nights they pack the place to 
the rafters.

zzy Osbourne’s acting strange again. But to those 

who've followed the career of rock's premier 

madman through its 20-year history, acting a little 

out-of-the-ordinary isn’t anything unexpected for 

the Oz. Even in light of some of the bat-biting, 

blood-spurting exploits of his past, though, Ozzy has 
left those around him wondering exactly what's going on in the world of 
Oz. There seem to be two different Ozzys inhabiting the rock scene at the 
moment: Mr. John Osbourne, the mild-mannered family man who insists 
he isn't any different from you or me, and his alter ego, Ozzy, the guy with 
an evil glint in his eye and a touch of madness in his heart. 

These two forces continue their battle for control of Osbourne’s psyche, 
prompting the troubled man to channel his confusion and anger into his 
music. His latest LP, No Rest For The Wicked, proves that while 
Osbourne’s life may be in a state of turmoil, his music has never sounded 
better. Guitarist Zakk Wylde, bassist Geezer Butler and drummer Randy 
Castillo are musicians sympathetic to Ozzy's particular needs. Still, as 
Ozzy enters his twentieth year in metal, his mind is filled with confusion 
and doubt. Recently we confronted the rock legend about the strange 
activities going on around him these days. 
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Hit Parader: Ozzy, those who 
know you are saying you're acting 
a bit schizophrenic these days. 
What's going on? 

Ozzy Osbourne: | don't know if I'm 
really acting that different from 
before. My problem has always 
been that people expect me to act 
like Ozzy all the time, and | just 
can't do it. As | grow older, it 
becomes harder and harder — the 
other side of me battles to get out. 
That side is happy being a family 
man with a wife and three kids — 
but it also allows me to be a 
fat, lazy slob who doesn’t want to 
do any work. The Ozzy side wants 
to get out on the road and go 
crazy! Thankfully, that’s the side 
that has been winning recently, so 


things are going well. 

HP: How much of your dual 
personality has to do with your 
battle with the bottle? 

OO: A great deal of it. When I'm 
drinking | tend to be happier, and | 
tend to do a lot of crazy things. 
When I'm trying to behave, | 
naturally look at life much more 
seriously and | tend to be miserable 
to be around. | really don't know 
how my wife puts up with me. 


HP: But the positive response No 
Rest For The Wicked has received 
must be helping your mental state. 
00: | certainly appreciate all the 
good things people are saying 
about the record — but they 
should. It's a fucking great album; 
I'm very proud of it. This album is 
pure entertainment. There are no 
hidden political messages, and as 
much as some conservatives might 
doubt it, there aren't any secret 
messages from Satan either. I've 
never believed in preaching on 
records because the kids deserve a 
good time, but this is the most 
entertaining album I've ever done. 
| say that because the music is 
kind of a combination of my entire 
history. Since Zakk has always been 
a big Sabbath fan, there's a certain 
Sabbath-like heaviness to a lot of 
the songs. Then there's the crazi- 
ness that I've had on my solo LPs. 
When you combine those two elements, 
you end up with a great album. 


HP: You're obviously pleased with 
the way things have worked out 
with Zakk. 

00: The only problem I've had with 
Zakk is he's almost too anxious to 
take off at full speed. I've got to 
hold him back, as if he were a 
racehorse. I've got to teach him 
that when you run without looking

HP: All your guitarists, including 
Jake E. Lee and the late Randy 
Rhoads, had some problems with 
you in the recording studio. How 
did things go with Zakk? 

00: He's an extrovert, which is 
something neither Jake nor Randy 
were. He's from New Jersey, and 
he’s not shy about expressing his 
feeling about anything. That's 
great as far as I'm concerned. As 
far as his work in the studio went, 
he was fine. You need to teach a 
young player how to use the 
studio, how to strive to create 
something truly special. Zakk 
understood that and was very good 
at working hard. In fact, quite often 
he'd come to me and say, ‘Hey, 


that song should be heavier.’’ And 
you know what? He was right. He 
knows what the kids out there 
want to hear, and with my help we 
were able to give it to them. 


HP: You say how much you enjoy 
working with young musicians, yet 
your old buddy Geezer Butler, who 
played with you in Sabbath for a 
decade, is now in the band. 

O00: Geezer is my brother — we've 
been through so much together. In 
fact, it's nice to have someone in 
the band that is my age. We can 
sit around the bar after a show and 
reminisce about things that hap- 
pened to us onstage when Zakk 
was still shitting in his diapers. 


What people fail to realize about 
Geezer is that he’s a great song- 
writer. He wrote most of the great 
Black Sabbath songs — no matter 
what Tony lommi thinks about who 
should get the songwriting credit. 


HP: So how does it feel to be back 
on the road? 

OO: It’s great to be back and 
playing with Zakk onstage in 
America. My big concern is always 
that I'm going to find a guitarist 
who's great in the studio and 
brilliant in the dressing room but 
who freezes up onstage. That's my 
nightmare. | had that experience a 
few times in my career. | remember 
a few weeks after Randy died 
when | was playing Madison 
Square Garden. A guy named 
Bernie Torme was in the band at 
the time, and right in the middle of 
the set he said to me, “| don't 
know if | can do this.” That scares 
the shit out of you, especially 
when there are 20,000 fans out 
there that you've got to entertain. . 
Zakk's been great though. He just 
loves getting onstage. | think he’s 
more of a ham than | am. 


HP: So touring is still fun for you? 
00: It has its moments. When we 
first got back on the road, there 
were days when | got out of bed 
and wanted to crawl right back 
under the covers. | didn’t want to 
leave my hotel room, let alone go 
onstage. But that’s just part of my 
personality. My wife yelled at me a 
bit, and after the first week or so | 
began to get my road legs back. 


HP: You seem to be playing more 
new songs than usual in your new 
stage show. . 

00: That's true; we're playing 
about five or six new ones. But 
there are two reasons for that. 
First, they're great songs. Second, 
since Zakk recorded them, | figured 
it would be nice to play them 
onstage. It was my decision, not 
his. He knows all my material 
better than | do — and that was 
true from the day | met him. He 
knew things about Sabbath and my 
early solo LPs that | had totally 
forgotten. I'd have to say he’s the 
perfect guitarist for me and I'm 
very happy that | found him.

wo prototype metalheads are checking 
T out the Heavy Metal section in downtown 

Manhattan's Tower Records store. “Oh, 
man!” exlaims one of the long-haired teens as 
he picks up a copy of Slayers newest album, 
South Of Heaven. ‘This is rea//y disgusting!” he 
gushes, staring at the blood ‘n guts cover. ‘I've 
gotta buy this!” 

The album cover's sacrilegious display — a 
huge bleeding skull set smack in the middle of a 
ruined church — is chock-full of satanic 
symbolism. The swords and devilish images 
climbing through the hollowed eyes of the skull, 
the Slayer logo set within a pentagram on the 
stained glass windows, the Christ figure straped 
to an inverted cross, the dead beings swimming 
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in a pool of blood — it seems that when Slayer 
set out to project their image, it was with the 
goal of becoming the most blasphemous band in 
existence. 

They've certainly achieved their aim. Few 
bands boast the dubious honor of such 
outrageousness. Their lyrics, too, go beyond the 
pale, delving into taboo topics like Nazism, 
necrophilia and satanism. According to their 
record company bio, when bassist/singer Tom 
Araya, drummer Dave Lombardo and guitarists 
Kerry King and Jeff Haneman first joined forces 
in their native southern California in 1982, their 
aim was to become, ‘‘the heaviest, fastest, 
loudest and rudest band ever.” With album titles 
like Reign In Blood and Hell Awaits, and songs 
like Piece By Piece, they're not only the rudest 
band ever, they're probably the crudest as well. 


But behind Slayers evil imagery, growling 
guitars, screeching vocals and speeding drums is 
a group of buddies who want nothing more than 
a good time. Their touring foibles have nothing 
to do with the devil and everything to do with 
healthy young guys blowing off a bit of steam. 
“Oh, yeah!’ laughs Tom, his dark eyes lighting 
up gleefully and his white teeth revealing 
themselves in a perfect Pepsodent grin. “We're 
like the movie Spinal Tap when we're on the 
road. Watching that movie was a big laugh 
because all the fuckin shit that goes on there is 
so true! It’s hilarious! The bit with the girlfriend 
going out on the road and one guy getting really. 
jealous... it's almost the same as a guy getting 
married and bringing his wife on the road. And 
the other guy's bummed because he couldn't 
bring his girlfriend or wife.” 


Which is exactly what happened to Slayer. In 
fact, the eerie parallel between the ‘rocumen- 
tary’ and the band members’ lives nearly 
threatened to split the unit apart. “What 
happened, recalls Tom, “was that around 
Christmas last year, we had a lot of internal 
troubles because Dave had gotten married.” 
Although the band was thrilled for their buddy 
and his new wife, the addition of a female fifth 
member on the road — no matter how sweet 
and lovely she was — disrupted the chemistry 


between the foursome. ‘Dave left the band for a 
while ‘cause he was unhappy with the 
situation, Tom explains. ‘So when we toured 
with W.A.S.P. we used another drummer, but we 
kept in touch with Dave while we were on the 
road. When we got back home, we decided to 
audition drummers because we wanted 
someone with more excitement and ‘oomph’ in 
his playing.” 

But after auditioning several drummers, the 
guys in Slayer still weren't sure they d found

their man. ‘That's when Dave realized he didn't 
want to work for a living,’ Tom smiles. “He 
dumped his 9 to 5 job because he wanted to join 
the band again.” The foursome, ever loyal to 
each other, welcomed back their old buddy with 
open arms. ‘We've all got different personali- 
ties, explains Tom, and we re the best of friends 
because we dont always get along. But when it 
comes to the band, when we re onstage, that's 
the only thing that exists. When the four of us 
get together, we can't go wrong. 

Most important, when the foursome pool their 
efforts, their strength allows them to make the 
most of whats currently happening in the 
industry. When the head of their record label 
Suggested they record a cover version of lron 
Butterfly’s /n-A-Gadda-Da-Vida for the Less 
Than Zero movie soundtrack last year, they 
jumped at the chance to do the unexpected. ‘At 
first,” says Tom, we went into the studio and | 
tried all different vocal styles and nothing was 
working. But in true Slayer rough n_ raw style, 
Tom found a solution to the dilemma. ‘Finally, | 
just Sang it the way | normally would and it came 
out great! Of course, he concedes, laughing, 
“when you see the movie, if youre not paying 
attention you can blink or yawn and miss it!” 

Having gotten a taste of film work from 
soundtracks, the band members are now setting 
their sights on making a Slayer video. It 
wouldn't be anything where you have a script 
and actors and then you go into the songs, 
explains Tom. ‘The kids would get more out of it 
if there was a live show and in between the live 
stuff, we could stick some of our own home 
videos that we ve been doing on the road.” 

Showing their true selves on film for their fans 
could be the ultimate revelation. Yeah, agrees 
Tom, ‘the kids would get to see what were 
really like — if we're really assholes, if we're 
really jerks or if we re really just nice guys doing 
this to fuck everybody up.” 

So what might the ‘extra’ scenes in the video 
show? ‘Well,’ grins Tom maliciously, “it would 
consist of the obnoxious things that we get away 
with on an airplane — messing around with the 
stewardesses — or certain things that happen’ 
on the road, like trashing hotel rooms and stuff. 
While we were in the studio, | took the video 
camera with us and filmed some really stupid 
things we did in there. Those would be the really 
neat things to stick in our video, because the kids 
would get an idea of what sick people we really 
are, | think the kids would just laugh — and 
that's the whole idea, to make ‘em laugh. 

“The truth is,” Tom adds, after reflecting on 
his comments, “we're real level-headed about 
what we do, even though we can be real 
dickheads. | don't want kids to read this and 
think, ‘Oh, yeah. They're just nice guys, ‘cause 
we can be really obnoxious. But we are growing 
up — We're growing from taking a car or a van 
to our gigs, to taking a bus. It makes me feel like, 
‘Hey! | think were accomplishing some- 
thing!" O 
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George Lynch: “I’m never really 
satisfied with my solos — I’m 
always out to make ’em better.” 


Dokken onstage is a strange 
sight. Nobody really smiles — 
not vocalist Don Dokken, guitar- 
ist George Lynch, bassist Jeff 
Pilson or drummer Mick Brown.

It's 
because these L.A. rockers take 
what they do very seriously.

Germany, England and Japan depend on Stateside rock mavens to buy their latest LPs 

and drop small fortunes for concert tickets to their current shows. Perhaps no band 
has gotten more of a glad hand from American metal fans in recent years than Sweden's favorite 
sons, Europe. With the release of their latest LP, Out Of This World, Joey Tempest and his band 
of rock mercenaries (guitarist Kee Marcello, keyboardist Mic Michaeli, bassist John Leven and 
drummer lan Haugland) are intent on draining America dry. Considering that the album has 
already sold over a million copies and the band is about to begin their first headlining arena tour, 
it looks like Europe will be taking plenty of greenbacks home to Stockholm before 1989 is over. 
Recently, we talked to the effervescent Tempest about life, love and the American way. 


Hit Parader: When an album comes from 
nowhere and then sells two million copies — as 
your last LP, The Final Countdown, did — it 
must have a major impact on your life. What's 
changed about Europe since we last saw you? 
Joey Tempest: We've come to value our free 
time much more — that’s probably the biggest 
difference. We certainly enjoy all the attention 
we get, and we even enjoy all the travel we have 
to do with the band. But while most people think 
that a little success means being able to buy 
fancy sports cars and huge mansions, for me it 
means | can now afford a little cabin by a 
secluded lake to enjoy some time away from all 
the craziness. As far as those fancy cars and 
homes go, maybe we'll all do that someday. But 
what's the point of buying a car or a house when 
you're on the road for a year at a time? All those 
big “rock star’ plans have been put on hold. 


HP: You certainly have a good grip on reality, 
with that kind of an attitude towards success. 
But much of Europe's music is based on fantasy, 
isn't it? 

JT: Certainly The Final Countdown was based 
very heavily on fantasy, and while this album has 
many of the same elements running through it, | 
think it's much more down-to-earth. After all, 
when | wrote the last album | was 23 years old. 
Now I'm 25 and have experienced a great deal 
more of life. When you start to get older | think 
you naturally tend to deal with reality a bit more 
in all the aspects of your life. It’s all part of 
growing up. 


HP: And this new attitude has had a big effect on 
your music? 

JT: In a way it has. | know | felt a great deal of 
pressure when we came off the road after our 
last tour. We had finally had a big hit album, and 
| knew the pressure was on to write the next one 
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— to prove that Europe’s success wasnt an 
accident. So when | started writing new songs, | 
dealt with the situations that | found around me. 
| didn’t write as much about outer space or 
Indians; | wrote more about real life. But | think 
the basic Europe “sound” is still very much on 
this album, at least | hope so. 


HP: You've had incredible success in America, 
but that’s nothing compared to the monster hit 
Out Of This World has been around the world. 
JT: Yes. That was true for The Final Countdown 
too. It's wonderful to be able to tour places like 
India, Australia, Japan and Europe, as well as 
the United States. America is still the true home 
of rock and roll to us, but it is great to see the 
rest of the world too. 


HP: Last July you surprised people by accepting 
the opening act slot on Def Leppard’s summer 
U.S. tour. Why? 

JT: We thought it would be a good opportunity 
for us — and it was. But it was a little strange 
for this band, because we've never opened for 
anyone in our lives. We know that people go to 
a concert to see the headliners, no matter who 
the opening act is. And while we got a very good 
reception from the fans, we felt that they really 
weren't there to see us. That made us feel weird. 
We got along very well with Def Leppard, but we 
hope that the experience of opening for them 
will be the first and last time we ever have to do 
that. 


HP: So now it's on to headlining. 

JT: Exactly. We feel the album has done well 
enough for us to try our own arena headlining 
tour. We now have two albums that American 
fans are very familiar with, plus two earlier 
albums which also contain some good\material. 
With all that, we have plenty of songs for a 


headlining show. But how successful the arena 
tour will be is up to the fans. So far, they've been 
great. 


HP: Europe’s image has been that of a “pretty 
boy’ band — kind of Sweden's answer to Bon 
Jovi. Does that bother you? 

JT: I've been writing songs since | was 7 years 
old, and I've been in bands for ten years. Europe 
was formed in 1979, so we have nearly ten years 
of experience under our belts. We have put a lot 
of effort into making this band successful. We 
think it’s the combination of the music and the 
look that helps people relate to us. They work 
together very well. | certainly don't apologize for 
our success, and | don't apologize for the way we 
look either.

HP: Has success lived up to your expectations? 
Now that you're on top, is it as exciting as you 
thought it would be? 

JT: We still have a way to go before we reach 
the top, but we are enjoying ourselves. The only 
problem with success Is that it keeps you busy all 
the time. | don’t think people from Sweden are 
quite as motivated as Americans. We like to take 
it easy and enjoy life. When you're always on the 
road, always at work, it can really wear you 
down. I'd like to have a home — a place that 
would serve as my base of operations. | don't 
have that now. Being in a band also makes jit 
hard to have much of a personal life. When 
you're always away from home, your relation- 
ships tend to be rather fleeting. 


HP: C’mon Joey, are you telling us you're a 
lonely guy? 

JT: No, not really. But sometimes it would be 
nice to have a special person in your life, 
someone other than the band members to share — 
your success with. But that will come in time. 
Right now, all my energy is going into Europe. | 
want to take this band as far as we can go, then 
we'll see what the future holds for us. 0

Ratt Pack Prove Their Mettle By Overcoming Difficulties.

Rockin’ Rodents do things their own way, and if people don’t like it... well, as far as 


R att have always marched to the beat of their own drummer. It’s no secret that these 


Stephen Pearcy, Robbin Crosby, Bobby Blotzer, Warren DeMartini and Juan Croucier are 
concerned, that's just too damn bad. Things were no different when it came to recording Ratt's 
latest LP, Reach For The Sky. The album was originally scheduled for release last July, but just 
as their record label was gearing up for its arrival, the band decided to change producers and add 
a few finishing touches to the disc, delaying its release for another three months. Recently, we 
got together with the always-informative Crosby to discuss what makes Ratt run. 


Hit Parader: Robbin, all sorts of nasty rumors 
were floating around a few months back about 
why the album was delayed. What's the real 
story? 

Robbin Crosby: You know how people love 
rumors in this business. | think some guys spend 
more time making up rumors about bands than 
anything else. The story about the album's delay 
is that there really isn't a story. The simple truth 
is that we had finished most of the album with 
Mike Stone as the producer, and at that point we 
wanted to bring in Beau Hill — who's produced 
all our other albums and is really like family — 


and he did just that. A lot of the stuff that’s on 
the record is his original work. He did a great job. 
Beau just came in to help make this the rootin’- 
tootinest cowboy rock and roll album ever. This 
record's got a really big sound — it’s muy 
macho, amigo. 


HP: Ratt always worked very fast on your 
previous three albums. Did taking so long on this 
one present any new problems for the band? 

RC: The fact is that we worked fast in the past 
only because we had to. We were on a very tight 
schedule, which was our own fault. This time we

to work on a few things with us, especially 
Stephen's vocals. Once Beau got involved, he 
wanted to get familiar with the project and that 
took a little extra time. That's not really a big 
deal, is it? I'm almost sorry that there isn't a 


better story to tell. It would probably have been. 


a lot more exciting if | had said that Warren had 
gotten eaten by sharks when he was vacationing 
in Hawaii and we had to find a replacement, but 
it's just not true. 


HP: So how big an impact did Beau have on the 
album's overall sound? 
RC: Every producer has his own way of working, 
and each one helps a band get a different sound. 
One of the reasons we wanted to work with Mike 
Stone on this record was because we wanted to 
get a little different sound for Ratt. We knew all 
the basics would be the same, because the same 
five of us were making the music. But we felt 
that Mike could give us a little different edge, 


wanted to do the record without being in a hurry. 
It took us six months, and we enjoyed every day 
of it. If we felt like working, we did. If we felt like 
heading off to some distant beach for a few 
days, we did that too. We didn't follow any rules 
this time — except our own. When you take your 
time, you really get to look at the big picture — 
you get the opportunity to kind of sit back and 
see where you are and where you're heading. 
That's really invaluable. When you work fast, it's 
like you're running around with your head down 
— you never know when you'll hit that brick 
wall. 


HP: Did Ratt hit that brick wall in the past? 

RC: We've always been pretty lucky. People like 
to say things about us and write things about us, 
but the fact is that our three albums have sold 
over a million copies each, so we must have 
done something right. | don’t think we're stupid 
enough to allow ourselves to hit that wall. If we 
see we're getting tired or burned out, we just 


leave what we're doing for a while. We're five 
guys who tend to look at life the same way — 
that's why we work so well together. 


HP: But what about the rumors concerning the 
internal problems you guys were having? 

RC: It's news to me. | can honestly say that 
we've never had any sort of problems like that. 
Maybe I’m just too blind to see ‘em — maybe we 
all are. But | don’t think there are any problems 
at all within Ratt. We're all happy and we're all 
real excited about this album. Does that sound 
like a problem to you? 


HP: What about tour plans? Did delaying the 
album's release change your itinerary? 

RC: We hadn't firmed up any tour plans until we 
knew exactly when the record was coming out. It 
would have been silly to plan something four or 
five months ahead of time, then had to either 
cancel those plans or rush to finish the record. 
Once we knew that the album would be coming 
out in the fall, we booked a Japanese tour to 
start in December. Then we started looking to 
get the American leg moving right after that. So 
with any luck, we'll be on the road here pretty 
soon. It’s kind of fun to kick things off in Japan 
though. The people there just love us, and we 
like them too. It'll give us a great warmup for the 
States. 


HP: So it seems pretty safe to say that things are 
running smoothly, if a little slowly, in the world 
of Ratt. 

RC: That's a pretty fair summation. We'll just let 
some of the new bands that have come out over 
the last two years keep the people satisfied until 
we're ready to drop the big one on ‘em — the 
new record, that is. | think this record's gonna 
have a huge impact on rock fans everywhere. It 
really is the best album we've done. If the fans 
liked the things we've cranked out when we were 
rushed, just imagine how they'll feel about 
something that we toiled over for six long 
months! This record will probably end up melting 
their turntables — and we'll take full 
responsibility. O 
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released their Live 7/** Like A Suicide EP. Since then, they have rattled 

the rock world with their success. Consider this: Their debut album, 
Appetite For Destruction, has gone quadruple platinum, after enjoying a top 
spot on the charts for over a year; they've toured with supergroups like 
Aerosmith, Motley Crue and Deep Purple. Due to popular demand, they've 
re-released their EP with four additional tracks (retitling the record The 
Drugs, The Sex, The Violence, The Shocking Truth), and they are already 
hard at work on a followup to their supersuccessful Appetite For 
Destruction. 

Why do audiences have such a fascination with this street metal band 
— a band that left the back streets of Hollywood for the rock stages of the 
world without losing the raw, straight-from-the-gut attitude that first 
propelled them? Singer Axl Rose believes the attraction stems from the 


: t's been a mere two years since L.A. hard rock heathens Guns N’ Roses 


honesty and determination they convey in their slice-of-life musical essays. 
‘When we started out,” he says, “everybody told us, ‘No way. You'll never 
do it. No, no, no.’ I'm sure it's that way for a lot of people in bands. But the 
whole concept that making it in the music industry is a million-to-one shot 
is bullshit. If a person writes from their heart and has the determination, 
they can make it. If you look hard enough, you're gonna find what you like 
to do and your creativeness is somehow gonna come out.” 


That heartfelt creativity is very possibly the key to Guns N’ Roses’ 
success. Although some claim they have liberally borrowed from ‘70s 
heavies like Aerosmith, Axl scoffs at such accusations. Guns N’ Roses, he 
maintains, are an original concept. 

Axl and his compatriots — drummer Steven Adler, bassist Duff 
McKagan and guitarists Izzy Stradlin and Slash — have made their own 
niche writing songs that reflect a hard, gritty reality. Sure, those songs deal 
with the triad of topics one would expect from a hard rock band (sex, drugs 
and rock and roll — not necessarily in that order), but Guns N’ Roses have 
proven their versatility by switching from acoustic tunes and love songs 
one moment to screaming banshee rock the next. It’s not premeditated — 
they simply thrive on spontaneity. (It's that kind of spontaneity which sent 
Axl across the stage recently on a clunker of a bicycle in the midst of one 
of Slash’s guitar solos.) Simply put, Guns N’ Roses bend and twist the rules 
to suit themselves. 


Which is why on the band’s next album, fans will hear Axl's fingers 
tickling the ivories. “Some bands have twenty guys making sounds for 
them on samplers and shit,” the red-tressed singer explains, ‘but if we use 
any keyboards, I'm gonna be doing it. It's something that | have a small 
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knowledge of and an excitement about, but | usually have no time to do it. 
So it will be something new that we'll come up with as we're in the studio.” 

For all his modesty about it, Axl is actually an accomplished pianist. “1 
played piano all the time when | was a kid,” he admits, “but | never really 
got to work on it in the band. But on this new record, there will be at least 
two songs with piano on them. If there’s more, we might end up taking a 
keyboard player on the road with us. He'll be our ‘hidden member but we 
won't hide him. He'll be where you can see him.” 

This sort of flexibility works very much in the Gunners’ favor. For those 
who prefer the heavy side of the quintet, there’s the majority of the band’s 
material. But those who favor tamer, more melodic tunes will find 
something in Guns N' Roses’ music too. ‘We've got our heavy ballads,” Axi 
notes, ‘and we're starting to get ideas for some really heavy crunch rockers 
and some fun songs for the next record too.” 


Axl and Co. are aware of the possibility of a sophomore jinx. They know 
that when the money is rolling in and the platinum albums are filling the 
walls of your new condo, it’s hard to hold onto the raw feelings that pushed 
you to create in the first place. But they refuse to fall into that trap. Nor are 
they about to tame their live performance now that they're a high-grossing 
act. “We're still trying to maintain the rowdiness,” Axl declares. ‘The 
shows we did this past year, we'd just dump so much energy into them 
because we were only up there for 50 minutes and we were pissed off,” 
Axl laughs. ‘The people wanted more, so we'd just fuckin’ go off and get 
rowdy. That's not gonna stop even when we're headlining.” In the 
meantime, Ax! believes he’s found the solution to their lack of allotted 
stage time. ‘We wanna go on tour with a band that will play an hour and 
a half and will let us open with an hour and a half. | wanna see somebody 
who has the balls to let both bands do their entire show.” 

Though this scenario is unlikely, given the reality of concert logistics, the 
fact that the band would consider such an arrangement indicates how 
determined they are. That dedication has enabled them to weather enough 
substance abuse and tour cancellations to cause lesser groups to quit. But 
Guns N’ Roses have consistently emerged from their difficulties stronger 
than ever. Axl, a great believer in following one’s dreams, says, “When we 
do songs like Knocking On Heaven's Door and Mr. Brownstone, | always tell 
people to have a good time and do what they want without getting hurt. | 
know too many people that have fucked up on heroin and things like that, 
and | don’t want that to happen to anyone. | just want people to have a good 
time and be real careful about it. And if they can figure out a goal that they 
really want, they should go out and do it. Heaven and hell are right here. 
Life is what you make of it."O

The Energizers 
British Bashers Pack ’Em In As Latest Road Show Continues.

he scene was the Palace Hotel in Madrid, Spain, one of the most 

opulent inns on the entire European Continent. Resting on the front 

steps, dressed in a sleeveless yellow T-shirt and shorts, was Judas 
Priest's vocalist Rob Halford. Soon, a hotel official approached the blond 
singer and politely but sternly asked him to move, saying that the hotel 
didn't allow anyone — even famous guests — to loiter in front of their 
posh establishment dressed in such a manner. 

“This is the kind of hotel that really doesn't like having rock bands stay 
here,’ Halford said with a casual grin as he picked himself up and strolled 
towards a waiting car. ‘The Spanish are wonderful people — in fact we all 
live in Spain now — but some of them believe in a rather rigid code of 
dress and behavior. But we can cope with that. After you've traveled the 
world as many times as we have, you learn to take the various cultural 
customs in stride.” 

For Judas Priest, the variances of life on the road have become as 
familiar to them as their own underwear. During their 12-year career, 
Halford, guitarists K.K. Downing and Glenn Tipton, bassist lan Hill and 
drummer Dave Holland have been everywhere from Tokyo to Topeka. And 
while they admit they'll probably never comprehend all the subtleties of 


_ those foreign lands, they've come to understand that no matter how exotic 


ima! 


a locale may be, its residents love heavy metal. 

“The reactions we get wherever we go are simply amazing,’ Halford 
said. “Just last night we played our first show in Spain in a couple of years, 
and there were 30,000 fans at an outdoor arena there, cheering everything 


we did. That still amazes me. It's so exciting to know that the fans 
- remember you even if you don’t spend that much time touring in their 


country. We've been to Italy, France and Scandinavia so far on this tour, 
and the fans everywhere have been just incredibly warm and responsive. 


_ It used to be that once you got away from Britian or America, there was a 


big change in crowd's attitude, but not anymore. That's not to say that fans 


_ inthe States aren't the best in the world. It's just that everyone everywhere 


has really gotten into heavy metal, and nothing makes Judas Priest happier 
than that.” 

Certainly, Halford has gotten his fill of Stateside metal maniacs in 
recent months, with the completion of Priest's first U.S. road jaunt in nearly 


_ two years. While he explained that the world has become much more

aware of Priest and metal music in general over the last few years, he 
added that there’s still nothing that can match getting on tour in the good 
ol’ U.S.A. 

“Everything about America is perfectly suited for a band of our type,’ he 
Said. “Sometimes Americans don't realize what an incredible opportunity 
a group has when they play in the States. When you're in Europe, every day 
Of so you have to worry about getting your passports checked or making 
Sure to change your money for the new country's currency. But America is 


wes” 


so vast that all you have to worry about is making sure you have enough 
gas in the tank of your bus to make it to the next gig. We can play many 
more shows in a state like Texas than we can in the entirety of a nation like 
France. That's amazing when you think about it. There just aren't that many 
big places to play in Europe. Most of the theaters are small, 3,000-seat 
places where you can't even get most of your gear in. Of course, in America 
the giant indoor arenas are perfect for a heavy metal show like ours. We 
always plan our stage show with America in mind.” 


Anyone who was fortunate enough to see Priest's latest road venture 
knows that an incredible amount of planning went into the band’s latest 
stage spectacular. Set in a steel mill, with vats of bubbling molten iron and 
clanging machinery, the set is the physical embodiment of Priest's metallic 
ideal. When Halford emerges from one of those bubbling vats at the show's 
beginning, the throng of fans knows that they're in for a ful-force blast of 
metal action. 

“This is one of the most exciting stage sets we've ever had,” Halford 
said. ‘It's fun for the fans to look at, and even more enjoyable for us to 
perform on. We've always believed that since we're going to be spending 
so many hours on that stage, we might as well create an environment that 
motivates us to play as hard as we can every night. 

“Actually, maintaining intensity has never been a problem for us,” he 
added. “When we're ready to go onstage, it's like we throw a switch and 
everything else in our lives is placed on hold until the end of the 
performance. Every nerve in our bodies, every bit of energy we have, is 
thrown totally into that performance. I've always believed the force of our 
stage presence is what separates Judas Priest from other bands. | know 
people who have seen us perform live dozens of times who still find our 
intensity rather intimidating. We like that.’ 


Mixing such historic tracks as 7he Ripper and Living After Midnight with 
new tracks from their latest LP, Ram It Down, Priest's current stage 
presentation is a living, breathing testament to the history of heavy metal. 
While Halford acknowledges the strength of the band’s latest material, he 
admitted that the show was designed particularly to reacquaint the band’s 
newer fans with some of Priest's classic songs. 

“After we released our live album last year, we knew we'd want te 
change the set around quite a bit,’ Halford said. ‘That's why a song like 
The Ripper has been brought back. It's one of Priest's greatest numbers, 
yet we haven't performed it in several years. We wanted fans who may 
have seen us only during the last few years to enjoy the full impact of a 
song like that. Bringing back songs like that is incredibly enjoyable for us. 
It makes us realize just what a great band Priest has been for the last dozen 
years. But we enjoy playing the new songs too — they show that we're still 
as great as ever. 0

German Rockers Change Lineup But Keep Classic Sound. 


by Hans Grieling 


ust four years ago Accept were being 
J hailed as the “saviors of the heavy 

metal realm. After all, this German 
quintet had created a series of European- 
released LPs that were filled with enough 
bulldozer riffs and over-the-top vocals to send 
any metal fan straight to headbanger heaven. 
But, somewhere along their path to instant 
immortality, Accept got sidetracked. Despite 
producing a series of top-flight vinyl ventures, 
the band never generated the kind of Stateside 
support that most metal pundits had predicted at 
the start of the band’s career. 

When the group's last LP, Russian Roulette, 
once again failed to reach lofty chart territory, 
the members of Accept — guitarist Wolf 
Hoffman, bassist Peter Baltes, and drummer 
Stefan Kaufmann — knew something drastic 
had to be done. It was decided to part with 
both guitarist Jorg Fisher and the band’s most 
recognizable member, vocalist Udo Dirkschneider, 
and turn Accept in a more commercial musical 
direction. While this bold move horrified some 
of the group’s longtime supporters, the change 
was made, according to Hoffman not out of 
necessity but from cold, calculated, Teutonic 
logic. 

‘We had taken Accept just about as far is it 
could go with Udo,” Hoffman said. ‘Because of 
his voice and his taste in music, we were limited 
in the kind of music we could play. We were 
writing songs with melodies and vocal lines that 
Udo just couldn't perform that well. He knew it 
and we knew it. It was a mutual decision. He 
knew it was time to move on, and his first solo 
album was quite good. In fact, we all made 
contributions to that album. We only wish him 
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Peter Baltes: One of the hold-overs after Accept’s house cleaning.

the best and we know he feels the same about 
us. It’s the start of a new era for Accept — and 
we Can promise the fans that it will be the best 
era yet.” 

The dawning of that promised new era has 
been long in coming. In the year since Accept's 
_ parting with Udo, the band has gone through a 
number of vocalists in their quest for the right 
one to lead them to the rock and roll promised 
land. Today, however, the band feel they have 


finally found their man — an American from 
Denver, Colorado, named David Reece. Why 
would this quintessentially European metal band 
seek an American vocalist to communicate their 
musical message? Hoffman feels the answer is 
obvious. 

“America is the biggest and most important 
market for heavy metal,’ he said. ‘We have had 
some success in Europe throughout our career, 
and we're very thankful for that. But we know 
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Wolf Hoffman: “America is the most important market for heavy metal.” 


that for Accept to ever be thought of as a great 
band, we have to have the same kind of success 
in America. Today, America is very much more 
receptive to the kind of music we play than ever 
before. When we first came over, a few years 
back, we were one of very few true metal bands. 
That has changed a great deal in recent years. 

“In some ways, we feel that this is the ideal 
time for Accept,’ he added. “And we know that 
we've reached a critical point in the band’s 
career. We know that if we don't make a big 
impact soon, we may never do it. That would be 
a shame, because we feel that Accept is truly a 
special kind of band. With the new lineup, we 
will finally be able to make the kind of music we 
feel in our hearts — and that should take us to 
the top.” 

Judging from Accept’s new LP, Hoffman may 
be right. The hard-edged guitar sounds are still 
there, and so are the Wagnerian melodies which 
have always set the group apart from more 
conventional metal fare. But now there's a new 
element that may well spell big-time success for 
these Kraut rockers — a vocalist who can sing 
instead of merely growl. Reece is the genuine 
article, a died-in-the wool rock vocalist who can 
carry a tune, sing on key and hit the high notes. 
Compared to some of their previous one- 
dimensional efforts, this new material is the 
proverbial breath of fresh air. 

“We are obviously very pleased with the new 
album,” Hoffman said. ‘It’s nice that Accept has 
been able to try so many different styles of music 
on this LP. We've always wanted to do more 
melodic material, but this is the first time we ve 
had a vocalist who felt comfortable singing that 
kind of song. | don’t think there’s any question 
that this is our best album, particularly for the 
American market. We expect this record to sell a 
lot of copies, and we want it to. We're not shy 
about saying that. We've struggled for many 
years, and now is the time for us to taste some 
SUCCESS. 

Their new album may bring thousands of new 
fans into the Accept fold. But the band knows the 
key to Stateside success may hinge on landing 
an American tour that will alert the metal-mad 
rabble from coast to coast to their new lineup 
and sound. Having previously opened for the 
likes of Kiss and Judas Priest in America, Accept 
are well aware that the right tour could spell 
success for them in the months ahead. 

We've always been lucky in our ability to get 
good tours,’ Hoffman said. “With as many great 
tour packages as there are at the moment, it 
becomes more important than ever for a 
headliner to find an opening act that can help 
sell tickets. We've proven we can do that in the 
past, and that ability will only increase in the 
future. We have a very dedicated group of fans 
and we know they'll be very pleased with the 
changes we have made with the band. Now, we 
also hope to bring in many new fans who will 
realize that Accept is one of the best hard rock 
bands in the world.” 0

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ZILDJIAN EFX PIGGYBACK & K/ 
Z HI-HAT CYMBALS 

Zildjian, the world’s oldest and 
most respected cymbal-makers, have 
come up with a wild new innovation 
called the ‘“EFX Piggyback” cymbal 
—a12” cymbal designed to be used 
in conjunction with other cymbals. 
You can mount it upright or inverted, 
atop or ‘inside’ a larger cymbal on 
the same stand, separated by 
cymbal-mounting felt. The EFX 
Piggyback cymbal is really a sort of 
hybrid splash/swish cymbal: it's 
small and very thin like a splash but 
has a round bell and upturned edge 
for the light “Chinese” sound of a 
swish. It has a unique enough sound 
that it can be used on its own, but as 
the accompanying photo from Zild- 
jian shows, there are any number of 
intriguing ways to use it in combina- 
tion with other cymbals for.a variety 
of effects: (top row left to right) 
inverted with an 8” splash inside, 
inverted inside an inverted 20” China 
Boy, upright on its own; (bottom row 
left to right) upright atop an 18” 
crash, and upright underneath a 20” 
Light Ride. When placed inside an 
inverted China Boy or Swish, the EFX 
Piggyback accentuates the inherent 
“trashy” Chinese clang and reduces 
its overall decay for a shorter, 
sharper accent sound. A different 
sort of Chinese sound results from 
resting the EFX Piggyback atop a ride 
or crash cymbal. 

Zildjian has also introduced a new 
special Hi-Hat — the 13” K/Z 
Combination — with a K. Zildjian top 
and a Z-Series bottom, specially 
matched at Zildjian’s factory. Last 
year Zildjian introduced such a 
combo in the popular 14” size and its 
unique sound — blending the K.

Back in the ‘70s, Evans caused a 
bit of a revolution in drum heads with 
its “Hydraulic” heads — two sheets 
of drumhead film sealed at the edge, 
with oil in between, which gave a 
unique “wet” muffled sound that 
became extremely popular among 
studio sessionmen. Now Evans has 
introduced “‘E-Rings’’ — tone- 
controllers made from Evans Blue-X 
plastic drumhead film (the same kind 
used in the hydraulic heads) which, 
when placed atop a drumhead, 
reduce undesired resonance and ring 
by dampening the head's vibrations.

Tama, one of the world’s most popular and respected drum-makers, 
have a new series of American-made hickory-wood drumsticks — the 
“Powertools” line. There are twelve new models, all guaranteed straight 
and sold in matched pairs. They range in size from the Light Jazz Model 1 
to the Billy Club, a terrifying 17” long monster made for metal bashing. For 
more info on Tama’s Powertools sticks, write Tama, c/o Hoshino USA, 
1726 Winchester Rd.

Pearl has its own series of drumsticks. And since they make such good 
drums (which you can read about elsewhere in this supplement) you 
should, of course, give their sticks a listen. These USA-made hickory-wood 
sticks are unique for their lightly lacquered surface, which eliminates the 
usual layers of slick varnish that come between your hand and the wood; 
with these sticks, Pearl says, you'll actually be able to feel the wood grain, 
which will add to your grip and control. There are eight models, most 
available with wood or nylon tips. Those of most interest to Hit Parader 
readers will probably be the Rock 5B, the Hard Rock 2B, the Hard Rock HN 
— all extra thick, with less taper and 4/ack nylon tips — and the ‘‘Dude”’ 
model, which is a bit thicker than a jazz-rock stick and a/most as thick as 
a Rock 5B. See the Pearl drum feature in this supplement for their address, 
should you want more info on Pearl Drumsticks. 

And finally, there are sticks that need no drums to make sound: Nasta 
Industries’ ‘Hit Stix’, which are bright orange, wired into a belt-attachable 
Walkman-sized hot yellow amp — and which make a sound when you hit 
anything with them, and even if you don't. (Just the sharp wrist action of 
“hitting the stick against thin air can do the trick!) Their electronic 
percussion sound can be modulated with the hot yellow belt-amp. Hit Stix 
use a single 9-volt battery. When do you have a drum kit that isn't a drum 
kit? When you've got Hit Stix, we guess.

That's 
probably the hardest thing I've ever had to do — 
quitting. But if | hadn't, I'd be dead now. | don't 
want to preach, but | really hope fans don't get 
involved with anything like that. It's really not 
the answer to their problems and there are 
better things to do with your time.” 


SLASH (Guns N’ Roses): “A friend of ours was 
staying at this hotel in New York with me and he 
OD'd. | tried to resuscitate him and when | 
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couldn't, | called the paramedics. But he was 
already dead. It really scared me. It was terrible. 
We dedicate a song to him in our set every 
night.” 


AXL ROSE (Guns N’ Roses): ‘We do Knocking 
On Heaven's Door and Mr. Brownstone every 
night and | usually say something to the effect 
that | don't want to see people get hurt, and that 
they should be careful if they're doing drugs. | 
know too many people who have fucked up on 
heroin and things like that. | want people to have 
a good time but be real careful about it, and if 
they can figure out some goal that they really 
want, they should go after it. For me personally, 
I've cut down a lot. | can’t drink as much as | want 
to, ‘cause’l mess up my voice.” 


JACK RUSSELL (Great White): “As far as I'm 


concerned, when I'm off the road, | drink and | 
party. But when I'm on the road, | don't do 
anything. | take care of myself. | figure people 
are paying fuckin’ outrageous concert ticket 
prices, they don’t want to hear me out there 
going (in raspy voice) ‘Well, God... | wish | could 
sing good tonight. | had a party last night and | 
smoked too many cigarettes and I'm really sorry 
about that.’ They don’t want to hear that shit.’ 


LITA FORD: “| like to drink. | love to get drunk 


and hang out in clubs. | mean, I've done my share | 


of drugs in the past. God, yeah. | used to do 
anything and everything, but | just don't enjoy it 
anymore. | like to wake up in the morning and 
feel good. | don’t wanna look at myself in the 
mirror and see my teeth falling out from being a 
heroin addict or something. | wanna keep looking 
young and healthy as long as | can, and | wanna 
have a family one day. You can't do that if you're 
not healthy.” 


VINCE NEIL (Motley Crue): ‘You can't really 
tell people what to do. | mean, they have to make 
their own decisions and learn from their 
mistakes. Hopefully, the ones that do fuck up can 
straighten out before it’s too late.’ 0
